This is inclosed in on 
iron casing and contains a vertical 
•heel with protruding teeth or beaters

After all themedicinal properties have 
been extracted, the mass left In the per- 
colator contains an increased amount 
of alfChOl.

Not long ago I met 
a long-haired gentleman who has 
devoted years >of travel to the study of 
marriage customs In various parts 
of the world. lie allowed his love for 
the subject to develop into an innocent 
fad and, according to his own testi- 
mony, spent thousands of dollar* IB 
the purchase of wedding gifts pecul- 
iar to different-countries, list in spite 
of this seeming extravagance his fad 
has remained perfectly harmless. In 




fact, it has, proved itself of great value, 
as it enables me to present to the 
readers of this paper facts in condensed 
form whose collection has cost many 
thousands of dollars. 

Marriage among primitive people, 
according ito my informant. Is purely a 
business transaction. The natives of 
southern Siberia, for instance, buy 
their wives from the parents, paying 
for them sums ranging from twenty to 
seventy- five dollars, according to the 
physical attractiveness of the girls.

.elderly females, makes her appearance. 
Her fiufcils painted white, with ghastly 
red sj»6tt on the tforchead, on each 
cheek and on the .lips, and her eyee 
are sealed. She is led across a large 
mat in the center .of the room. At the 
end .of the apartment .her attendants 
place ' a white handkerchief over her 
clasped bands and lend her back to the 
mat. At this moment the bridegroom 
is supposed to appear.at the other end 
of the .mat. The bride salutes him by 
raising her arms ta the level of her 
eyes and bowing tboee .times. This 
greeting is returned in kind by the 
groom. Then they sit -down at oppo- 
site ends of the mat, and the goose — 
an emblem of fidelity— as released after 
having been fed by an old woman. 
This completes the ceremony and the 
twain are one.

earnest. In China girls are betrothed 
atJkvery early age, many brides being 
siHbely ten yearn of age. After mar- 
riage the girl is taken to her husband's 
home, where she becomes the virtual 
Blave of her mother-in- law, whose 
every word is law. My informant ar- 
gued from this that the stale mother- 
in-law jokes of our period must have 
had their origin In the celestial em- 
pire. 

The most nonchalant method of 
courting of which we have authentic 
records is practiced in the Tonga is- 
lands and among some Australian 
tribes. When a man happens to see 
a maiden who pleases his fancy he 
knocks her down with a club and car- 
ries her to his hut. Among the Ben- 
galis of India the maiden does the chas- 
ing. ^Bbe pursues the youth of her 
choif^n true foot-race style. When 
she has caught him he is carried to a 
river or creek by the girl and her 
friends and immersed with a ven- 
geance, a proceeding which always 
terminates In a wedding.

The consumption of tobacoe of all 
liindsin France, according to recently 
compiled statistics, is nearly one hun- 
dred and twenty-five million pounds 
per year, says the Milwaukee Wiscon- 
sin. An analysis of the figunres shows 
that the people of northern France 
use nearly fcur times as much per cap- 
ita a* those in the southern provinces.

A Somnambulist rinds His Wife Atlv* 
in Her Coffin. 
A strange psychological phenom- 
enon is puzzling the residents of> Mc- 
Donald, a small settlement in Penn- 
sylvania. Thomas Wilcox came to 
that place from St. Louis several 
years ago and purchased a farm. 
Mrs. Wilcox's health was not very 
good, but the couple were remark- 
ably devoted to each other. Wilcox 
is a somnambulist, and ofttimes at 
night his wife would dream of a cer- 
tain spot or place, and he, as under 
influences beyond his control, would 
arise And go to the scene if it-was 
near by. Ho could never givo any 
explanation of this action and was 
apparently much surprised whet, be 
awoke. 

During a recent thunder shower 
lightning struck the Wilcox house 
and passed through the room in 
which Mrs. Wilcox was sitting. 
Though no marks of the flnid could 
be found on her person, says the St. 
Louis Republic, she had been struck 
and the result proved apparently 
fatal. Her husband was prostrated 
with grief and refused to believe her 
dead, saying he felt continually as if 
she were calling him. He insisted 
that lifo still remained In the body, 
and the corpse was kept for burial 
four days. Then the friends insisted 
on a funeral, and the remains were 
laid to rest. After the services, 
Wilcox, who had passed three sleep- 
less nights, fell into an exhausted 
slumber, in which his friends left 
him. 

Shortly after midnight he entered 
a somnambulistic state, and, arising 
from the couch, went to a shed, 
where he procured a spade. Then 
he made his way to the cemetery, a 



distance of a quarter of a mile, where 
he began frantically digging at bis 
wife's grave. The earth was loose 
and it did not require much labor. 
As he neared the casket the nerve 
tension increased, and, dropping his 
spade, he began digging with both 
hands. When the outer covering of 
the box was removed, with superhu- 
man strength be wrenched loose the 
cover of the coffin, and, placing his 
arms around the body, raised it to a 
sitting posture. There was a faint 
gasp, the corpse opened its eyes, 
gave an ear-piercirfg shriek, and fell 
heavily back into tho casket. The 
shriek awoke Wilcox, and he found 
himself standing in an open grave 
over the body of his wife. Tho ends 
of bis fingers were raw and bleed- 
ing, where he had scraped the soil 
from the casket. There was the 
rustle of a piece of cloth and then it 
dawned upon him that his wife was 
alive.

Secretary Morton, in an interview 
recently, said: 

"I have noticed in the newspapers 
lately a review of a compilation by 
Prof. Pan ton, of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural college, iu which he brings 
together once more the figures con- 
cerning the annual loss from the 
work of destructive Insects. These 
figures, mostly drawn from Ameri- 
can sources, and mainly from publi- 
cations of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, serve a good 
purpose in dire cting attention to the 
necessity for acflvework on the part 
of economic entomologists, but, in 
one way, they are somewhat mis- 
leading. The losses to Individual 
farmers, and occasionally to 
agricultural population of a more or 
less restricted portion of the coun- 
try, are frequently very great, 
summed up in dollars and cents, yet 
the actual money loss to the agri- 
culturalists of the country at large 
is by no means expressed by these 
same figures, for the simple reason 
that the loss of a portion of the crop 
an increased pi-ice for the re 
mainder. We may express the 
loss from insects in terms of 
bushels of produce, but in turning it 
into money value this factor of in- 
creased price must not be over- 
looked. 

There is no doubt, however, of 
the actual and great money value to 
individuals as the result of the labors 
jf the government aud state ento- 
mologists. For example, a promi- 
nent fruit-grower in Virginia says 
that his income has been increased 
during the past few years by from 
three thousand to four thou- 
sand dollars annually as a result of 
following the advice of the entomol- 
ogist of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. The proprie- 
tor of a large orchard in Maryland 
said that the advice of Mr. L O. 
Howard, the present entomologist, 
at a time last fall when more than 
three thousaud of his young trees 
were badly affected by the San Jos( 
scale, had resulted in a clear saving 
to him of five thousand dollars. In 
California It la a common estimate 
that the difference between the in 
come from a healthy orchard and ont 
infested with Insects is about sev 
enty-flve dollars per acre for a single 
season. The expenditure of thi 
dollars per acre, following the latest 
methods ascertained by the entomol- 
ogists, will keep the orchard healthy. 
The work of the division of eotomol 
ogy during the past few months on 
the cotton-boil weevil in s< 
Texas will result in the saving of 
many thousands of dollars to cotton 
planters in that section, if the rec- 
ommendations are followed. 

"These Instances' are new, and 
s simply examples of sav- 
> work which is goiug on from 
ir to year. It is probable that in 
the aggregate they result in the sav- 
ing of even greater sums than do the 
much rarer hut more striking in-

1,800 are foreigners, Italy leading with 
640, followed by Switzerland with 800, 
Germany and Russia with 240 each, 
Austria and Belgium with 60 each.

"Original" Erasye Fomlihed to Collet* 
8tudent»-Preaoh*r» Need No Longer 
Write Their Own Sermon) Nor 
Statcimea Their Own Hpecchei. 

The postal authorities have been 
asked to break up an industry which 
has started in the city of Washing- 
ton, says the Troy Times, but after 
Investigating the matter they have 
been forced to acknowledge their 
helplessness. The new industry is 
no more nor less than the business of 
furnishing literary productions to 
those In need. The firm in charge 
will for a money consideration pro- 
vide original essays, orations, etc., 
for school and col lege s tuden ts. Th i s 
part of the business should be broken 
up If It Is possible to do so, as it in- 
terferes seriously with the work of 
the colleges and schools. But there 
is another Important feature of the 
Industry which ml«ht be permitted 
to continue. That is the supplying 
of speeches to statesmen whose con- 
stituents might be anxious to hear 
from them. These statesmen are 
compelled to offer at least one speech 
during every session of congress 
which they have the good fortune to 
attend in an official capacity, and it 
is vastly better that they should 
have speeches written for thorn than 
attempt to write their own. 

The business of furnishing ready- 
made sermons to clergymen disin- 
clined to write their own and willing 
to pay for others' productions has 
long been carried on, and to a great- 
er extent perhaps in England than 
here. It may doubtless be objected 
that these transactions involve more 
or less of fraud. Yet as a matter of 
fact are they not reducing to a sim- 
ple commercial basis a practice that 
is very general? Men obtain infor- 
mation where they can and use it as 
they wish. And why not? Is it 
not theirs when they get it? The 
man who is clever enough to utilize 
the knowledge which others possess 
but do not understand how to turn 
to account should not be condemned 
as a brain borrower. He is simply 
using material that would otherwise 
be valueless. Vast stores of min- 
eral wealth may be beneath the soil, 
its owner unconscious of Its exist- 
ence. A wide-awake prospector 
comes along, detects the presence 
of the riches below the surface, and, 
obtaining possession, proceeds to 
develop it. Who deserves the most 
credit — the man who originally 
owned the mine and failed to uncover 
its treasures, or the one who un- 
sealed the hidden veins and thus 
helped to Increase the resources of a 
nationf 

Knowledge, like wealth, serves no 
useful purpose unless put into active 
effort for the common good. It is 
better for ministers to prepare their 
own sermons, for statesmen to com- 
pose their own speeches and for 
pupils to write their own essays. 
But sometimes it is a distinct public 
gain to have the work done by those 
of readier minds.

WOMEN' S PA TENTS. 
Resume of a Pamphlet Recently la- 
sued on the Subject 

A pamphlet recently published by 
the patent office gives a list of pat- 
ents issued to women by the govern- 
ment. The pamphlet is supplement- 
ary to those heretofore published 
and brings the list of such issues up 
to March 1 last. 

The office was established in 1790 
and the first patent issued to a wom- 
an was in 1809, to Mary Kles, for a 
method of weaving straw with silk 
or thread. Six year9 later one was 
issued to Mary Brush for a corset. 
It was not until 1828 that more than 
one patent a year was issued to 
women. In 1862 only 14 patents 
were issued to women, that being 
the largest iu any year up to that 
time. 

The war, however, developed the 
inventive genius of women and the 
annual number of patcuta issued to 
them increased rapidly. Many ol 
them were for inventions for either 
fighting or nursing devices. The 
annual issue increased steadily year 
by year. In 1870 it was 60, in 1880 
over 92, in 1890 over 200 and 1893 
over 300. 

From 1809 to 1S23 women's inven- 
tions averaged 30 a year; from 1888 
to 1S92 230 a year, and since 1892 
SSSOayW. The pamphlet gives a 
classification of women's inventions. 
This shows that wearing apparel 
leads the list wii.li 1G0 different pat- 
cuts in 30 months. 

Then comes cooking utensils with 
100 inventions, furniture with 65, 
heating nnd itr^sblng or cleaning ap- 

and spinning devices and building 
apparatus with about 30 each, edu- 
cational and medical apparatus, toys 
and trunks about 20 each, and other 
lines in which women have tried 
their inventive faculties are baby 
carriages, barrel and bicycle attach- 
ments, printing and bottling appa- 
ratus, boxes and baskets, clocks, 
flowers, horseshoes, motors, musical 
instruments, plumbing and preserv- 
ing devices, screens, stationery, 
theatrical apparatus, toilet articles 
and typewriter attachments. 

Few of the patents Issued to wom- 
en were for entirely new creations, 
excluding those especially concern- 
ing women's work. Nearly all the 
other patents were for attachments 
to some p reviously existin g device.
